A horribly distressing catastrophe oc- 


curred at the home of Mr. Bbodee Allen, 
me mile north of Harristowc, just before 
he breakfast hour on Sunday morning, 
and to-day the family is almost inconsol- 
able because of 4he dreadful misfortune 
wliioh ha« fallen to the lot ot their little 


At the time of the dreadful occurrence 
he family was just ready to partake of 
>reukfust. The little girl and her mne- 
'enr-old brother, Roy, were out in the 
wd running about. They were playing 
about the hog lot, 60 yards from the 
louse, when the little girl climbed over 
he fence among the hogs. Instantly an 
}ld sow and several hungry hogs ran at 
tie little girl and threw her down, and 
vhilo she screamed for help every stitch 
f clothing was torn from her body except 
part of her undershirt. Even her ehoee 
nd stockings were torn off, and the body 
as frightfully torn and disfigured above 
le hips. The body was rolled over in 
10 mud and dust and when taken out 
ore countless tooth marks on the chest, 
ody and arms. The left arm was broken 
olow the elbow, and the left eye was 
orn out of its socket by the remorse- 
esa teeth of the sow. There were 
everal deep outs on the forehead, from 
which the skin had been torn and the 
one laid bare. One ear was nearly torn 
ff, and left hanging by a shred of bleed- 
ug flesh. The temporal muscles were cut 
n twain, and (here were numerous trian- 
ulnr rente of the scalp, and both arms 
were bruised nnd bitten from shoulder to 


nnd.

ess than two minutes, and though little 
ioy bravely jumped over tae fence among 
ho hogs to tho rescue ot his little 
istor, he was unable to keep the 
maddened brutes away, and was himself 
ttocked, and more or less bruised, his 
lothing being torn in places.

Then tho girl, horribly muti- 
nied, uaa removed and carried to the 
welling, where she was attended by Drs. 
Joimelly nnd Ferguson, who were hastily 
ummoned from Harristown. Dr. W. J. 
Ohcuoweth, of this city, was called in to 
asist in dressing the wounds. It was a 
ory difficult undertaking, for the mud 
ud dirt had to bo washed out of the 
agged wounds, but the little sufferer 
ioro up under the ordeal surprisingly 
well, while tho distressed parents and 
neighbors were wild with grief over the 
ad occurrence.
